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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The magazine 'Best Of Hustler Presents: Extreme Sex, No. 125' is made up almost entirely of 
colour photo-spreads explicitly depicting sexual activity. 

Numerous images and passages of text throughout the magazine show women in a highly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning manner. Among the strongest are those associated with 
a sadomasochistic scenario where a woman is treated with contempt and reacts with distress. 
Other images, particularly those where penetration is shown in close-up in double-page spreads, 
reduce women to their sexual function as objects for male sexual use. The text treats women in a 
demeaning way as sexually insatiable and willingly subservient to the sexual desires of men. There 
is also a photo-spread featuring the sexualisation of medical procedures. This is clearly a spectacle 
intended for viewer gratification, with little to do with any genuine sexual interaction This 
material is demeaning, and raises serious concerns on public health grounds. 


The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 






(NZBR Act) on the application of all the classification criteria. The classification interferes with 
the freedom of expression as set out in si 4 of the NZBR Act, however, the classification is 
reasonable, justified and in accordance with the law. It is consistent with Parliament’s intention in 
the FVPC Act that publications whose content renders their availability injurious to the public 
good will be banned.
